ing the efficiency of postal employees or increasing the force. 
The Progress does not know what is wrong; does not pretend 
to know. 
We only know, and are quire sure of it, that Clear­ 
field is not getting adequate postal service. It is now squarely 
up to Mr. Hayes and his worthy assistants to find out what is 
wrong and remedy it. While they are about it, it is to be hoped 
that considerable attention will be given to rural routes. Rural 
free delivery is only a makeshift at present. 


A MOVE WORTHY OF MENTION 


Members of the local Child Conservation Club are to be 
commended on their recent action endorsing a move to secure 
better playground facilities for children in Clearfield, and espe­ 
cially fostering the organization of more Girl Scout troops. 
These good women, many of whom have raised families of their 
own and know what they are talking about, have been quick 
to see that Clearfield lacks one of the best health producers that 
could be found, a good public playground. 
Of course, many 
will say that the school yards are sufficient, and there are plenty 
of back lots that will do for the kiddies, but one should stop 
and remember that the "kiddies" are the future backbone of 
this nation, and as such should not be relegated to the back 
yards, along with the rusty tin can and the "perfectly good dead 
cat". 
They deserve something better. 
They really deserve the 
best there is in the way of a playground. 
Space, free from all 
danger of automobile and other traffic, should be found in vari­ 
ous sections of the borough, and allocated for the use of the 
children. 


And then too, there is an appeal to childish hearts in the 
swings, sandpiles, slides and other simple amusements, which 
can easily be provided at not an exhorbitant cost. Every penny 
spent in this cause will be returned a hundredfold some day in 
the future, in increased good health, accident prevention, and 
the betterment of little minds and bodies.

borough. 


Another step advocated by this organization, the estab­ 
lishment of more Girl Scout troops, is also noteworthy of men­ 
tion. 
The benefit resulting from the widespread organization 
of Boy Scout troops cannot be gainsayed. 
Would the Girl 
Scout troops prove less beneficial? 
Organized effort has put 
the Boy Scouts on a high plane, which no one will dispute. Can­ 
not the same effect be secured with the newer girls' organiza­ 
tions? 
And then, too, the women of Clearfield will realize 
what a forward step this will be. in formulating the right ideas 
and ideals in the minds of growing girlhood. 
Attention, and 
lots of it. has been paid toward providing good, clean, healthy 
outdoor sport for the boys. Why not the girls. This is getting 
to be a feministic age. 
Equal rights in play and sports for the 
girls will be the next demand

The breakfast being the first meal 
of the day is often the most difficult 
to 
serve 
in 
the 
hurry of the morn­ 
ing with children 
and business men 
to yet off on time. 
Keally, the break­ 
fast 
is the 
most 
important meal of 
the 
day 
as 
It 
strikes the note of the day's harmony 
or discord. 
A well-planned meal does 
away with the flurry of not knowing 
just what to serve. 
However simple 
or elnborate the meal, it is the open­ 
ing of a new day and no pains should 
lie 
spared 
to 
start 
everybody 
out 
ripht. 


Delicate, aged persons or 
semi-in­ 
valids and, often, people in apparent 
good health suffer from a lack of ap­ 
petite in the morning. 
For such, a 
very light meal should he served: hot 
milk or coffee, a piece of toast with 
a cup of chocolate or cocoa and pulled 
bread or a cracker will be sufficient, 
or even a glass of hot matted milk 
with zwieback and marmalade will be 
quite enough 
refreshment 
for 
those 
needing a light breakfast. 
For those 
who cat very sparingly 
it is 
much 
better to serve them often—five meals 
a day, if light food, will be 
much 
better than three heavier 
meals. 


Whatever beverage is served should 
be served hot, 
as such 
drinks 
are 
stimulating and are often very bene­ 
ficial.
